CRESTED SOUVENIRS 



"The Doings and Objcctires oi the 
Board of Trade" was the subject which 
J. Stanley Cook, Secretary of the Mont- 
real Board of Trade, explained so fully 
last evening, in the Union to the Com- 
mercial Society. The Society was very 
fortunate to obtain Mr. Cook as the 
chief speaker of the evening. At this 
time of year such men arc very busy, butl i) cce niber 19— 
as Mr. Cook has always taken a great 
interest in the Commercial Society he 
gladly consented. 

Mr. Cook went on to explain that the 
Board of Trade was first organized in 
France during the Sixteenth Century. At 
that ancient date these early merchants 
and business men realised its worth as 
a public asset. These organizations soon 
prcad to various countries in Europe, 
and are now in practically every large 
city throughout the civilized world. 

The Montreal Board of Trade, which 
was formed one hundred years ago, has 
always endeavoured to look after local, 
provincial and Dominion welfare. Such 
matters as Daylight Saving received its 
first support from the Board. It also 
has done much to bring about the Georg- 
ian Bay Canal Co-operation with the 
U.S.A. improvement of St. Lawrence 
Waterways, trade with West Indies and 
such local affairs as the housing question 
and tramways. 

To illustrate .the Dominion interest 
taken by the Montreal Board, Mr. Cook 
explained that a shout <time ago it 
brought over from England some very 
prominent public men, and took them on 
a tour over the whole Dominion to let 
them sec the great opportunities offered 
to ambitious immigrants. 

Another important business of this or- 
ganization was to keep statistics of vari- 
ous kinds, for example the Board could 
let one know the address and status of a 
prominent man in Montreal or in any 
city even on the other side of the globe 
or any matter pertaining to tariffs in 
any obscure part of the world. The 
fact that any business man can obtain 
such information of this kind shows 
for itself the work that this Board of 
Trade is carrying on.

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THE GLEE CLUB 

- . The concert put on by the Glee Club last night at the Royal 
Victoria College was a decided success, both from the point of view 
of those wlio took an active part in the performance and from that 
of those who were there to witness the «'efforts of those presenting 
the programme. The Glee Club has a definite place at college ; in 
some of the universities to the south of the line such organizations 
make regular tours of the country in the vicinity of their college and 
by that means add considerably to their reputation as well as to 
their funds; competitions are held for the selection of managers, who 
haveithe completion of the arrangements; large and enthusiastic aud- 
iences greet the performances. It is not too much to hope that in 
time these conditions will prevail at McGill. Appreciation of the 

' type of music provided by the Glee Club is a tribute to any univer- 
sity, and their efforts to introduce the higher quality of music at 
McGill, while not in any way a disparagement of the popular music 
at present in such demand, is worthy of the highest commendation. 

WANTED: DISCUSSION 

Clubs devoted to the interests of discussion about the University 
are numerous, and each of them in its way serves its purpose. There 
is a great danger, however, of the activities of each resulting in a 
stifling rather than a promotion ai that form of discourse which it 
is their object to foster. This comes about due to the pronounced 
tendency on the part of those who have entrusted to them the selec- 
tion of topics for debate to lean toward the choice of subjects requir- 
ing extensive preparation and not admitting of extemporaneous 
treatment. The evil is two-fold in its consequences: in the first place 
it discourages participation in matters of debate, the amount of 
atudy and research .expected being anything but inviting to the aver- 
age undergraduate ; secondly, it restricts discussion when such should 
wax most keen— at the conclusion of the papers delivered — which 
are of a length to weary the listener, rather than to acquaint him with 
the broad principles at issue which ought to be their aim— there is a 
stillness, after a few moments shattered by a query hurled at the 
speaker's head by one of the audience, followed, in all probability 
by another along 'the same line of attack. The discussion is far too 
apt to take the shape of questioning, most likely because of the in- 
ability of those in attendance to pursue the mode of reasoning adopt- 
ed by the speaker, who has confined his remarks to the imparting 
of detailed information instead of the statements of generality which 
would be more comprehensible to his listeners. 

Lengthy dissertations in student gatherings, called for the bene- 
fit of those desiring to bring about discussion, ought to be discour- 
aged. In their place should be substituted a system of group leader- 
ship; a short, pertinent speech possible of interruption; a means by 
which a subject would be fully treated, certainly, but not solely ac- 
cording to the views of one individual ; truly one might, and should, 
•be delegated to give speoial attention to an inquiry into the facts so 
as to be equipped to solve difficulties that might arise in connection 
with these latter. The merits of the discussion should be judged, 
not by the time taken for the reading of the paper, nor yet by the 
validity of the sentiments expressed therein, but rather, they should 
stand or fall upon the number who have been induced to enter into 
an active consideration of the problems mooted.

Dis- 
cuss proposed Constitution 



GENERAL VOTE 



Further Discussion Concern 
ing Election of Officers 



A meeting of the R.V.C. Under- 
graduate Society was held in tli 
Common Room yesterday afternoon 
The chief business of the meeting was 
to discuss the proposed constitution 
drawn up by the different représenta 
lives from the women students in all 
faculties and departments at McGill 
for a Students' Council. Before this 
was brought up, however, a letter was 
read from the European Student Re- 
lief Fund asking for contributions in 
the way of clothing and books, etc. 
Students were asked to send their don- 
ations to Mr. McKay at Strathcona 
Hall by today if possible as the ship- 
ment leaves on December 20. As the 
European Student Relief Fund is in 
great need of assistance it is hoped 
that all the students will do their best 
to help. 

After the request of a grant of $25 
made by the Delta Sigma Society for 
expenses incurred in the Intercollegiate 
Debate had been acceded to, the meet- 
ing then went on to the discussion of 
the proposed constitution for the Wo- 
men's Students' Council. Miss Kerr 
explained that a representative com- 
mittee had been formed from the dif- 
ferent schools, departments and facul- 
ties where there arc women students, 
and tha<t they had drawn up a proposed 
constitution to have something to 
work upon and by which they might 
get suggestions. The clauses which 
raised the most discussion were those 
about membership and the executive 
council; that is, whether partials 
should be members, and whether the 
President and Vice-Presidents should 
be elected by the executive council or 
by the student body. As the result of 
the different discussions, the proposed 
constitution now stands as follows: 

1. — Membership. All women stu- 
dents of the University who pay the 
universal fee, and that all women stu- 
dents in each school, department and 
faculty represented on the Council 
shall pay this fee. 

. II — Object. To promote the gene- 
ral interests of women students. 
"■■ TIL— Officers. President, 1st and 
.'nd Vice-presidents, two secretaries 
•nd a treasurer. One secretary shall 
'tend to correspondence and the oth- 
r to recording of minutes and notices 
IV.— The Executive Council. 1.— 
"he administration of all the business 
of the Society shall be invested in the 
Executive Council. 

2. — It shall be composed of (a) The 
president of the Society and the vice- 
presidents of all the following: Athletic 
Society, Delta Sigma Society, Students' 
Christian Association, Société Fran- 
çaise; fc) the woman editor of the 
McGill Daily; (d) a representative 
from each of the Faculties and De- 
partments: Arts, Law, Medicine, Dent- 
istry, Pharmacy, Graduate School, 
School of Social Science, Music, School 
of Physical Education, School of Grad- 
uate Nurses. Each representative 
shall be . fall course student in her 
faculty or department. 

3 — The Executive Council shall be 
the only recognizable medium be- 
tween the women students and the 
University authorities and the general 
public. 

4. — It shall control all funds contrib 
uted by the general body of students 
to any undergraduate enterprise. 

5. — AH articles written for the Daily 
by women students shall pass through 
the hands of the woman editor. 

6. — It shall act as a court before 
which any student may be called to 
account for a misdemeanour. 

The important clause as to whether 
the president and vice-presidents 
should be appointed by the executive 
body or elected by the student body 
will be brought up for further discus- 
sion at another meeting of the Society 
to be held very soon. 

It was also decided that a general 
vote as to whether the Undergraduate 
Society is in favour of the formation 
of this Council or not should be taken 
immediately after the Christmas vaca- 
tion. 



PAPERS READ TO 
EC0N0M CS CLUB 

Calder and Craik Spoke on 
Indian Government" 



1921 A NUAL 



Two most interesting papers were 
read by Galen Craik and J. Calder at 
1 ast night's session of the Economics 
Club. These both dealt with "Re- 
sponsible Government in India." 
Craik's paper containing a summary of 
Indian history up to 1919 and Calder's 
dealing with the act qf that year which 
practically gave the Indians respons- 
ible government. Dr. Leacock was 
present and a fair number of men at- 
tended. 

Craik's paper was to a great extent 
historical. He traced the gradual his- 
tory of governmental problems in In- 
dia from the time when Lord Clive in 
his great victories at Arcot and Plassey 
ensured British supremacy up to the 
present time, when by the passing of 
the Government of India Act a meas- 
ure of self-government has been grant- 
ed to India. 

James Calder then outlined the 
terms of this act and expressed a 
doubtfulness as to its success in opera- 
tion , 

The great question in the minds of 
the prominent men of the Empire is 
vhether such a measure is too prema- 
ture or no. Only the future can bear 
witness to the advisability of passing 
this measure. In any case the fact 
that India has only recently passed 
through one of the greatest crises in 
its history gives encouragement to the 
ponsors of this momentous act.

A FACULTY FOR COMMERCE. 
Owing to the recent revival of the dis- 
cussion of the time-worn question ot 
making the School of Commerce an In- 
dependent Faculty, the class of Com- 
merce '24, because of its important posi- 
tion in that department, and in view of 
its assuming the responsible office of 
leadership in the near future, has more 
than once been called upon to express its 
opinions on this topic. At the beginning 
of this month the members of the Jun- 
ior Class of the embryonic captains of 
industry were faced by the question: 
"Should the School of Commerce be 
made a separate Faculty." A question 
submitted to them for discussion in their 
English class. 
The following is an extract of the pa- 
•r written by a member of that class 
which depicts the characteristic feding 
of the students of the Department of 
Commerce. 

The writer begins his paper summariz- 
ing the history of the Department tira 
early ineffciency of its programme of 
studies, drafted by a committee of the 
Faculty of Arts, the remodelling of the 
curriculum by a snocail committer a few

v'ars later, and by stating the object of 
the commercial course, namely, "To give 
men, whose life-work is to be devoted to 
-ommerce an opportunity of acquiring 
within a short time, in the atmosphere 
il a University, something that ap 
proaches a libcrtil education, also to 
quip the student with that mental out- 
fit which is indispensblc for the guid- 
mce and control of a modem industrial 
tnd commercial enterprise." 

The School oi Commerce has its ob- 
ject to-day and the esprit de corps 
ihown by the students was evidently 
lot of slight importance in the acconi- 
ilish'ment of its purpose. 

As to the advisability of making Com- 
•icrcc a separate Faculty, obviously, 
there is no doubt. The commercail course 
ias been fully recognized by the public 
n general, and leads to the degree of 
Bachelor of Commerce. A bachelor's de- 
o'ree is, as far as, 1 know, solely granted 
by a Faculty. 

The mere plea that Commerce is a' 
three years' course is no reason ait all for 
egarding this department as occupying 
1". înf< : rior stalus - °'her faculties at Mc- 
jill did and some still do consist of a 
hree years' course. If this really ham- 
mers Commerce becoming a separate fac- 
ilty, why not extend, the course. The 
tudent in Commerce has a lot more to 
'earn than he is taught, during his three 
years' stay in tlie Arts Building. The 
first year is practically an Arts Course, 
•he second year assumes a more com- 
mercial aspect, and finally the third year 
is a Commercial Course though, in fact, 
incomplete. Then why not add a fourth 
ear, with studies of an advanced nature? 

Such an act ought to be very com- 
mendable from various points of view, 
"irst of all it would be of profit to the 
tudent, because of the opportunities of 
chancing his education, knowledge of 
business and managerial abilities. Sec- 
ondly, it would do away with the iniagn- 
•iry idea of inferiority, finally it would 
Tbolish the perennial friction arising be 
lame rank and pedestal with third and 
ourth year Arts' men. 

Another and still more unfounded ob- 
ection to making Commerce a separate 
faculty is the fact that Commerce shares 
'lie palatial and luxurious rooms of the 
Arts Building, wtih the Arts men. The 
School of Commerce is not the only 
branch at McGill which is under the nc- 
•issity of asking the hospitaltiy of an- 
ther faculty, Law. Dentistry, Pharmacy 
and as a matter of fact, all the other 
'acuities are parasites to the same ex- 
tent as Commerce. Our fate is entirely 
lue to financial reasons. If McGill had 
had the necessary funds no doubt, we 
should have had a building of our own, 
and furthermore, our hostess, the Facul- 
ty of Arts, would be strolling to-day 
through a more classic atmosphere, 
breathing Cicero and Shakespeare, in- 
stead of stumbling over debris of col- 
lapsed ceilings. 

The advantage which Commerce will 
gam by breaking away from the Facul- 
ty of Arts, entirely offsets the few dis- 
advantages resulting therefrom. An in- 
dependent Faculty of Commerce implies 
independent heads. A separate staff 
has a clear ahd free field before it, and 
is furthermore able to promote unhin- 
dered, the good and welfare of the Fac- 
ulty. 

Changes such as afi independent Un- 
Wgradualc Society with its pro-rata 
hare of the univirsal fee will be 
benefit to both parties. 

Tllc nro °f 'hat Commerce is growing 
or has already grown out of its embry- 
onic state is the large and still increas- 
ng registration. 
It mght „ ot be , he I)roper |imèi just 

now, to talk of a Commerce Faculty 
merely because of financial reasons, but 
that a new, independent, and separate 
Faculty for Commerce will be advan- 
tageous m every respect, is beyond any 
doubt.
